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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not convincing. The 
Examiner has reviewed all of the record and believes the final rejection of claims 1-1 1 and 1 3-34 are proper. 

Applicant contends that the rejections are improper because the disclosure of Bucholz does not show fragmenting a portion of a second 
packet subsequent to fragmenting a portion of a first packet but prior to fragmenting ail of the first packet. However, the Examiner has 
relied upon Bucholz to show the use of a reassembly header (stored data element) during the fragmentation process. Cam is shown to 
disclose the fragmenting of a portion of a second packet subsequent to fragmenting a portion of a first packet but prior to fragmenting all 
of the first packet, as shown in the rejection. The combination of Bucholz' stored data element with the fragmentation of Cam would 
improve the management of large packet fragmentation and processing efficiency in Cam. 
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
